ing the open season. 


There is a state law governing the 


number of quail that may be shot in 
any one day and a limit to the num- 
ber of quail a person may have in 
his possession at any one time dur- 
ing the open season. The law is: 
"Whoever shoots, kills or has in his 
possession more than fifteen quail in 
any one day between the tenth day 
of November and the twentieth day 
of December of any .year shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall he fin- 
ed $10 for each quail so shot, killed 
or possessed in excess of fifteen. 
Provided, 
that any person having 


hunted three days or more in suc- 
cession may have a total not to ex- 
ceed forty-five qnail, killed -by him- 
self during such hunt." 


The selling of quail is prohibited 


by the following stale law: "Who- 
ever sells, or offers for sale, directly 
or indirectly, at any time, any quail 
shall, on conviction, be fined $10 for 
each quail sold or offered for sale."

John Galsworthy, in a recent mag- 


azine article, -sjx.'aks of six new fac- 
tors n-hk'li have come into the life 
of the civilized world. 


Tin1 first is "the division, deep and 


subtle, 
between 
those Tvho iave 


fought and Hose who have not". He 
thinks tiiis may perhaps disappear 
in America, for "the proportion of 
Americans who actually fought has 
been small, compared with the num- 
ber in 
any 
belligerent 
European 


country." 
Also, the iron had not 


time to enter the souls of American 
soldiers. But in Europe, ""this fac- 


. tor is very tremendous and will take 


a lonjr time to wear away. Life has 
changed so greatly for 
fhose who 


fougnt that the old sanctions, 
old 


values, won't hold. 
A kind of un- 


reality must needs cling about their 
lives". 


The second main 
factor is the 


disappearance of rm? old autocra- 
cies. This puts a very heavy burden 
nl' c<ln«-n(!(iii of the avenue voter 
upon the arU. the schools, the press, 
upon public men. They must take 
hold of this, burden keenly and no- 
bly. 


The third factor is »f a different 


kind—exploitation of the air. \Vhaf 
il will do to the world can hardly l>e 
overestimated. 


The fourth factor is Bolshevism 


and the social unrest. "Co-operation 
in its true sense of 
spontaneous 


•friendliness lietween man and man 
has never been tried. Perhaps hu- 
m'an nature in the large "can never 
rise to that ideal"—but lie ho^es it 


can. 


The fifth factor is the impetus to- 


ward a League of Xations. "May T 
remind Americans that daring the 
firs! years of the war there was 
practically the same general Ameri- 
can reluctance to interfere in an old- 
world struggle: and that in fbe e,nd 
'America found it was not an old- 


entirely 
reasonable 
to 
dislike- 


snatching fthestsmts out of the &re 
for other pteple, and to «hnn dfepif- 
•fnre from the letter'of dSsrished trd- 
dition: but things do not stand still 
in this world; storm centers J5hif: 
and live doctrines'often bef-ome dead 
dogma.". 


The sixth factor he deems 
the 


greatest—Anglo-American. 
unity. 


Without it, he says, "the* League of 
Nations has surely noi the chance 
of a lost dog-". 


Other people might make other 


lists of the elements of this chang- 
ing world, bnt surely " Mr. 
Gals- 


worthy's bear thinking- over. 


Let the Producer Produce 


Greater production is a 
crying- 


need of the day. and because of fhe 
devastation in Europe the bulk of 
this burden falls upon America. 


We must increase our production. 
We must feed the world and we 


must eat at, .the sairfe time. We must 
furnish fhe implements of cultiva- 
tion and manufacture. <and we must 
have them for our own use. Great- 
er production alone can do this.
